Sheriffs Remove Explosive From

A large quantity of dynamite was 
removed from a hollow tree in a 
forest near the Standard Oil refin- 
ery at Wood River, III., today, by 
Deputy Sheriffs from Alton. 

The explosive was found last Sun- 
day by a hunter. Since then the tree 
has been watched, in the hope that 
whoever gecreted the dynamite 
would return for it. A newspape- 
stuffed over the dynamite was dated 
May 16, 1917. 

Trees near there were blazed with 
an ax and on one of them was a 
piece of paper on which was writ-, 
ten “No. 210.“ The forest is on a 
farm owned- by Samuel H. Wyss, 
president of the Alton Banking and 
Trust Co. .

UNITED RAILWAYS RAISES PAY 
OF MOTORMEN AND CONDUCTORS 


} Says Total Will Be 
$130,000 a Year; Minimum 
Is 26 Cents an Hour. 

The United Railways Co. posted 
bulletins at all car sheds last night 
announcing that the scale of wages 
of its 3000 motormen and conduc- 
tors will be increased next Thurs- 
day, adding $130,000 a year to the 
payroll. 

The present scale is from 24 cen‘s 
to 31 cents an hour. There will be 
an advance of one cent an hour for 
all except first-year men, who will 
be advanced two cents an hour. 
making the minimum wage 26 cents. 

Since 1904, the United Railways 
points out, it has voluntarily in- 
creased wages 40 per cent. In an- 
nounting the latest advance the com- 
pany says its action is “in recog- 
nition of the higher cost of living 
and as an appreciation of faithful

Gundlach's Powers. 

Gundlach's powers will be the 
same as members of the Tax Com- 
mission, and he will have the duty of 
supervising the work of the Asses- 
sor and of changing individual as- 
sessments which are shown to be er- 
roneous. He can summon witnesses 
end examine the books and records 
of any-corporation, or make any in- 
vestigation \he deems necessary in 
arriving at the valuation of prop- 
erty. :

“Boston already has subscribed 
for the city itself $112,000,000,”"" the 
Treasury Department announced. 
“The Kansas City district, which 
probably has reached its minimum 
of $120,000,000, gave a partial re- 
port by states téday which indicated 
great activity in the Southwest. In- 
complete reports show subscriptions 
as follows: Nebraska, $20,000,000;

homa, $11,000,000; Wyoming, 23, 
000,000, and New Mexico, $1,000,- 
000.

Was Prepared for Coldness. 

Lord Northcliffe started talking at 
1 p. m., after acknowledging a great 
outburst of applause. He said: 

“Some days ago when I left New 
York mony of my, friends in that 
great metropolis said: “You must 
prepare for a great disappointment 
in the West. You will find the peo- 
ple are not alive to the serious issues 
of the war. You will find they are 
half-hearted and lack enthusiasm. 
22 are many Germans out there 
n the West. They are far removed 
from the seat of war and the farmers 
are more prosperous than ever be- 
fore and they have little interest in 
this conflict.’ 

. he Fe tmea a depression and 
gloom, at very edge of the 
West I had an awakening: ~" 


“In Kansas City yesterday 1! 


wished I could have transported my 
New York friends to see that great 
enthusiastic scene. I have a message 
which I am going to send to my New 
York friends from St. Louis. it will 
read: 

“*This city is an example of war 
enthusiasm and patriotism. In no 
place I have been have I found veco- 
ple more ready and anxious to know 
about and to help with the war.’ 

“Not only are the men willing, but 
from information I have received the 
women are as anxious as the men to 
play a part in this great conflict.

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 26,— 
The Kaiser, before leaving Constan- 
tinople, invited the Sultan to visit 
Berlin. If he comes, as is expected 
it will be one of the few times a 
Sultan has left his own dominions 
since the great Turkish wars of con- 
quest ceased and the Turkish mon- 
archs made Constantinople their 
headquarters. This tradition has 
been so strictly observed that Sul- 
tans within the last few centuries 
have not even traveled in their own 
empire. A great sensation was 
caused, therefore, when, in 1867. 
Sultan Abdul Aziz visited the Paris 
world’s exhibition.

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GERMAN WRITER LOSES HOPE OF 
WAR BETWEEN U. $, AND JAPAN 


Capt. von Salzmann, Military Expert 
of Berlin Zeitung, Warns Read- 
ers Not to Count on Conflict. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 26.—Capt. 
von Salzmann, military critic and 
far Eastern expert of the Vossische 
Zeitung of Berlin, warns his readers 
that they no longer have the right 
to count on a future war between 
Japan and the United States, which 
has become a fixed idea with the 
average German and a definite ele- 
ment in the Government's political 
calculations. This element, the 
Captain writes, must be eliminated, 
and Germany instead must ‘count 
upon Japan to enter into the Paris 
economic agreement and participate 
in an. anti-German post bellum busi- 
ness war. 

Capt. von Salzmann takes his text 
from-the recent speech in London of 
Viscount Chinda, Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, in which he 
warned against German intrigue for 


tween Japan and the United States. 
The Captain also refers to the nego- 
tiations at Washington of Viscount 
Ishii, head of the Japanese mission 
to the United States. He says Japan 
and America apparently have de- 
termined it is best to settle their 
problems by arbitration and friendly 
agreement, and that it looks as 
though these nations would come to 
an agreement regarding China. 


FRENCH MINISTRY UPHELD I 
DEPUTIES BY DECREASED VOTE 


Obtains 58 Fewer Favorable Ballots 
Than on Oct. 19, After Premier 
Appeals for Support. 
PARIS, Oct. 26.—Premier Pain- 
leve’s ministry obtained 346 favor- 
able votes.Oct. 19, and his new min- 
istry yesterday obtained only 288 
votes, slightly. more than half the 
vote in the Chamber of Deputies. 
The opposition votes numbered 137, 
partly from the Socialists and partly 
from the radical Socialists. The 
same groups supplied the hundred 

members who did not vote. 

The vote testifies once more to the 
hesitation of the Chamber to defeat 
any ministry by direct vote during 
the war. Premier Painleve refused 
to be drawn into a discussion of the 
resignation of M. Ribot, the Foreign 
Minister. He spoke chiefly on Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 

Premier Painleve referred to the 
allied conference, saying that deci- 
sions will be taken at it which will 
affect the conduct of the war and its 
conclusions. “I need the sympathy 
and the confidence of the Chamber, 
for we are at that moment of the 
war when, as Premier Lloyd George 
has said, it is necessary for us to be 
on our guard against Germany’s 
diplomatic offensive.“ 


SIGNAL CORPS COURSES OFFERED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.— Men 
subject to the second call to the 
national army are to be given an op- 
portunity to study for work in the 
army signal corps. 

The new Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education announces that, in 
co-operation with the War Depart- 
ment, it has planned to use every 
school in the country that can be 
equipped for this work and volun- 
teer select men will be assigned to 
schools in their towns or districts. 
Radio and telegraphing will be 
taught in night courses. A call has 
been sent to all citizens properly 
qualified to serve as teachers. The 
first call is for the training of 15,000 
operators.

Bode Estimates Total Taxable 


$100;000,000. 


A. readjustment of assessments in 
St. Louis County, which for this year 
reach a total of $72,189;966.59, to 
bring the total to more than $100,- 
000,000, is promised by Collector 
George A. Bode, who said today that 
he had begun work on the read just- 
ment before Circuit Judge MeEihin- 
ney issued special instructions yes- 
terday to the grand jury to investi- 
gate the subject of assessments. 

Collector Bode estimated that St. 
Louis County property is assessed on 
the average at 60 per cent of its 
value. 

Judge McElhinney, in asking the 
grand jury to take up the question, 
said his action was based on a letter 
from the recently-organized Mis- 
souri Tax Commission, directing that 
assessmients be raised to a 100 per 
cent basis in compliance with Mis- 
souri laws in force since 1909. 
Measures will be taken at once by 
Assessor Bode to readjust the as- 
sessments. However, only a gradual 
increase will be possible, Bode point- 
ed out, as the equalization of assess- 
ments will require two years at least. 
The increase for 1918 will probably 
not exceed 30 per cent. 

Lower Tax Rate Likely. 

This readjustment will not mate- 
rially increase the tax levy,” said 
Bode, “instead it will permit of a 
lowering in the rate due to the uni- 
form valuation of property that will 
be. established throughout the 
county.” 

Some af the inequalities existing 
under the present system were de- 
scribed by Bode. This is due, he 
said, to the fact that although the 
average assessment amounts to 
about 60 per cent of the actual value 
of the property, there are many in- 
stances where property is assessed 
at only 40 per cent of its value. 

“Frequently I encounter cases 
where adjoining farms, alike in char- 
acter and actual value, are assessed 
at widely different figures,” Collector 
Bode told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“This is true also of residential prop- 
erty, but when the equalization work 
is finished this condition will be 
entirely eliminated.” 

Tax dodgers and others accus- 
tomed to making false returns on 
personal property will be affected by 
a campaign soon to be launched un- 
der Bode's direction to disclose “hid- 
den wealth“ in St. Louis County now 
escaping taxation. Lists are being 
prepared from the County Record- 
er’s, office showing the makers of all 
mortgages in the county. These wil] 
be compared with the returns of 
property owners and any discrep- 
ancies discovered will pave the way 
for a perjury charge against the 
guilty ones, Bode said. 

Among the items which many 
county taxpayers fail to include in 
their personal property returns, ac- 
cording to Bode, are bank deposits, 
deeds of trust and even automobiles. 

To Co-operate With City. 

“I am sorry to say that a great 
deal of wealth ig not accounted for 
in the annual returns,“ the Assessor 
declared. but we are preparing to 
remedy this situation. I have ar- 
ranged to co-operate with the Asses-

Greek Minister Saye | Former King 
Declared Treaty Obligations to 
Entente “Didn't Matter.” 

LONDON, Oct, 26.——-A @ispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph from Athens 
says that during the debate in the 
chamber on the proposakto send the 
members of the late Gounaris cab- 
inet before the high court on charges 
of not meeting their ministerial re- 
sponsibilities, Premier Venizelos told 
of a conversation he had with former 
King Constantine. Replying to a 
suggestion that Greece join the en- 
tente the former King was quoted 
by M. Venizelos as having said: 

"How can I present myself before 
the Emperor (meaning the German 
Emperor) if I go against him?” 

Respoulces, Minister of the In- 
terior, quoted Constantine as having 
said to him: ‘I Would ker to com- 
mit suicide rather tha g against 
Germany.” 

The Minister said, that on the 
King’s attention being called to 
Greece's treaty obligations, Constan - 
tine replied: For me this does not 
matter.”

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LORD NORTHCLIFFE’S MESSAGE. 

In his talk to the editors of the Middle West at 
Kansas City Lord Nertheliffe emphasized two 
points which he said should be impressed upon 
the American people: : 

1. The war will be a long, ardous and cestly 
struggle: Victery is within our grasp, bus 
only as a result of utilizing and concentrat- 
ing all of the resources ef the Allied Powers 
in the task. We must not underestimate the 
size of the job nor minimize the work the 
United States must do te win the war. 

2. The one thing essential to victory that we 
must provide is sufficient shipping to transport 

men and supplies of all kinds across the ocean. 

The men are assured through the draft law. We 
can produce the food and manufacture all the 
munitions and other supplies required for the 
front. We can transport the men with compara- 
tive safety in fast liners, but the great, pressing 
job is to obtain enough cargo tonnage to transport 
the supplies needed for the fighting forces. With- 


supply of food, munitions and other necessaries 
to the army in Europe the men and the guns and 
the ammunition will be useless. 

We must not minimize the menace of the sub- 
marine. No assured solution of the submarine 
problem has been found. We may diminish the 
submarine danger, but we must expect the sub- 
marines to continue to send invaluable ships and 
cargoes to the bottom. We must provide for 
our full needs and all possible losses and this de- 


labor and material. 

The United States must transport across the 
ocean food, clothing, guns, ammunition, airplanes, 
trucks, horses, coal, oil, gasoline, hospital sup- 
plies—everything required for our armies. 

The one point, therefore, that Lord Northelifte 
emphasizes above all others in the task of the 
United States is the building of sufficient ships 
for ocean transportation, despite the greatest pos- 
sible destruction of tonnage by submarines. 

Lord Northcliffe does not believe that internal 
troubles in Germany offer a hope of, an early 
peace through political revolution. He calls the 
reported ferment German camouflage, designed to 
deceive Germany’s enemies. He believes that the 
war must be fought to a physical decision in the 
field and that Germany's resources and determi- 
nation will call for all the strength and energy of 
America and her allies to win our goal. 

To strong men the message is not discourag- 
ing, but stimulating. To us it is a call to harder 
and more efficient work, because we know that 
Jwe can do the work necessary to win the war, 
and we intend to do it.

SOLDIER TROLLEY PASSENGERS. 

President McCuligch of the United Railways 
explains that soldiers cannot be carried free on 
the lines of the company. Why should they be 
carried free? Such an innovation is not needed 
to show the company’s patriotism. Its appreciated 
reminders of the advent of patriotic holidays have 
been unfailing for many years past and it has 
joined in the general response to the needs of the 
war. Such a concession would be. open to the 
thousands of soldiers from other parts of the 
country for whom St. Louis is a rendezvous, as 
well as to our own soldiers. But even if practical 
ways of restricting it to soldiers of this vicinity 
existed, its assumption that men in the service are 
objects of charity would not be pleasant. 

There is no more reason why soldiers should 
be carried free by the United Railways, which 
deals in transportation, than that they should re- 
ceive free the forms of service or articles of mer- 
chandise in which other companies deal. 
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The fact that Germany has sent troops to the 
Italian front indicates the weakness of Austria, 
and the fact that Hindenburg had to give up his 
Riga gains to help the dual monarchy indicates 
the weakness of Germany. 
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THE WILY BULGAR.

ON 3 DAY'S AMAZING EXHIBIT, 

Unquestionably the scenes of Liberty day will 
have a vivid and permanent place among the im- 
pressions which the country will retain of the 
months occupied with our preparations for fight- 
ing. 

The long columns in which thousands of St. 
Louls women marched, rejoicing in their oppor- 
tunities for patriotic service, formed a lively 
picture worthy of frequent remembrance for its 
exhibit on the changes that have been hastened 
or will be hastened by the war. 

A full history of the day, in fact, would over- 
flow with incidents of all sorts reflecting the spirit 
Of this period of peculiar suggestiveness. It would 
show interestingly the fullness of the representa- 
tion given by these women to all religious and 
political beliefs and all community classes. 

The number of women who are themselves 
workers or who represent husbands, brothers and 
sons in the workers’ ranks had a significance of 
its own. 

The extent to which this is a workers’ war and 
the loyalty of the workers from coast to coast 
were eloquently set forth at the Coliseum gather- 
ing with which the day closed.

VENIZELOS’ MARBLE PALLADIUM, 
Premier Venizelos of Greece proposes to guard 
against the experience of another Constantine by 
setting up in the Chamber of Deputies a marble 
tablet warning all future Kings of the danger of 
attempting any usurpations on the people’s rights? 
The simple expedient of guarding against usurpa- 
tions on the part of Kings by kicking out the 
Kings and campelling them to earn an honest liv- 
ing seems not to have occurred to the able Pre- 
mier. To say that genuine democracy is impossi- 
ble in a country under monarchical forms might 
be to say too much. In fact, the world is now said 
to present one example of just such a paradox, 
but only one—Norway. Democracy, however, is 
taking long chances when it trusts itself to the 
danger of monarchical usurpations. Kings are 
not less objectionable in themselves than for the 
things that go with them—their odious systems of 


caste, their social flub-dub, their intrenchment of 


privilege, their discriminatory land tenures.

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PAINLEVE’S SUCOBSS. 

M. Painleve’s success in surmounting the 
newest ministerial crisis is but another proof 
that a man stronger than most of his predeces- 
sors is at the head of French affairs. Formerly 
the while Cabinet tottered when one department 
head was attacked. The fact that M. Painleve 
was not involved in the opposition that assailed 
M. Ribot seems to show that all factions are as 
yet content to remain under his leadership. 

Painleve is a man who does things. At the be- 
ginning of the war he created the Invention De- 
partment of Aeronautics and got it working in 
amazingly short time. Called by M. Briand to 
head the Education Department he rapidly put 
through reforms that had been under discussion 
for more than a decade. 

Transferred to the War Office, he lost no time 
reorganizing the General Staff in the face of a 
erisis which shook the whole Government and 
was due to the failure of field operations to 
bring the success that had been expected of 
them. He gave Petain and Foch, fighters, both of 
them, a free hand and the results of the last cam- 
paigns have vindicated his judgment. 

Before his elevation M. Painleve was distin- 
guished principally as a mathematician. It takes 
a man of great imagination to be a good mathe- 
matician, but his imagination must be of the sort 
that can be harnessed into inflexible laws. And 
that, after all, is the kind of men needed if 
victory is to come in this war against a military 
machine which is mathematical enough, but

Fighting the White Plague in 
: France. 
HE Civilian Relief Department 

of the Red Cross has ar- 
ranged a tuberculosis sanito- 
rium in France and is making stren- 

}uous efforts toward the prevention 

of the disease. One million dollars 

was appropriated for the sick and 
wounded French soldiers and their 
families. An Infant Welfare Unit 
has been organized and dispatched 
to combat the high death rate of 


children, which compared in 1916 


with the birth rate in the propor- 
tion of eleven to three. A temporary 
children’s shelter, also, has been es- 
tablished at Toul, a city in the war 
zone. Destitute French refugeos 
from the devastated war zone num- 
ber about 400,000 and an. effort is 
being made to minister to them as 
effectively as possible. The “re-edu- 
cation” of mutilated soldiers is being 
organized. And $403,090 has been 
appropriated for a provisional ex- 
periment in the relief of poverty- 
stricken and depleted families.—The 
Red Cross Magazine for November.

Huggins Deserves a Medal.

Some of the 
famous players on this team were 
Chesbro, Tannehill, Griffith, Jack O'- 
Connor, Keeler, Dave Fultz and a long 
line of other stars. With this costly 
nucleus and with heavy subsequent 
expenditures from time to time, Grif- 
fith twice finished secand. 

Since that time, Elberfeld? Stallings, 
Hal Chase, Wolverton, Chance, Peck- 
inpaugh and Donovan have taken 
turns at trying to buy or jockey the 
club into a pennant; but only Géorge 
Stallings came close. Donovan, whom 
Huggins succeeds, came in under 
bountiful providers of talent, Ruppert 
and Huston, and was given every 
latitude in expenditure. But even this 
experienced. veteran, aided by lavish 
purchases, was unable in two seasons 
to put across a winner. 


Ban’s Eye on Huggins. 


Huggins’ experience with the Car- 
dinals last season attracted the no- 
tice of the American League to this 
manager. The “Big 1“ of the A. I. 
sees everything worth seeing, in his 
own or other leagues. He sighted 
Huggins as the best timber on the 
horizon to succeed a manifest fail- 
ure, Bill Donovan. 


In fact, it was Huggins’ best year. 
He finished a strong third, and for 
a part of the way was a contending 
factor. In previous years he had 
once before landed a rather despised 
outfit in the same position, earning 
considerable badly needed cash for 
Mrs. Britton. 

Huggins’ first attempt at leader- 
ship occurred in the season of 1913.

Hug Signs for Two Years. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Miller J, 
Huggins, former leader of the St. 
Louis Cardinals, yesterday signed a 
two years’ contract to manage the 
New York Yankees. The amount of 
his salary was not stated, but it is 
likely that he will receive at least 
$10,000 and a small percentage of the 
profits of the club. 

Huggins succeeds William Donovan, 
who has managed the Yankees the 
three seasons that have passed since 
their purchase by Col. Jacob Ruppert 
and Capt. T. L. Huston. 

When the newspaper men had gath- 
ered at about 5 o’clock yesterday the 
president of the New Tork club greet- 
ed them and then addressed them 
about as follows: 

“All during the summer various 
persons have been appointing new 
managers for my baseball club. I 
personally preferred to wait until the 
season was over before I did any- 
thing in the matter. Then I decided 
that I would select a man of my own 
choosing. 

“There were many candidates in the 
field and I considered each one care- 
fully. Only yesterday tid I arrive at 
a final conclusion. I decided on Mil- 
ler Huggins. I have not signed him 
to a contract yet, but I propose to 
sign him. The contract has been 
drawn up during the day and here is 
Mr. Huggins.” 

Huggins was then produced from 
the inner office, where he had been 
secreted and those present congratu- 
lated him and warned him that any- 
thing he said would be used against 
him. 

Then they started to interview him, 
but Col. Ruppert called attention to 
the fact that he had not as yet signed 
his contract and was not therefore 
technically manager. 

This formality was then completed 
with the contract being signed in 
duplicate. 

The new leader of the Yankees 
talked a little of his plans for the 
future. 


Hug Liked St. Louis, He Says. 

“I had no quarrel with the St. Louis | 
club,” he said, “and am leaving the 
Cardinals under the most friendly cir- 
cumstances and with the best of 
wishes for their success. The club 
made me an offer to remain but I 
left because I felt that I could do 
better here. I talked the whole mat- 
ter over with President Rickey. 

„Because there has been so much 
talk about the matter I want to say 
that I had no agreement of any kind 
with President Johnson of the Ameri- 
can League. I had heard that there 
might be a change in the manage- 
ment of the New York club, and once 
when I was in the city this summer 
I asked Col. Ruppert if the report 
were true. He told me that he had 
not at that time made up his mind.

I saw.him again yester- 
day and this morning we came to an 
understanding.
